Beautiful Specimens of Recent Ecclesiastical Work 
in Gold and Enamel. 








INCE the earliest ages the goldsmith’s 
art has occupied an important position 
in the Rhine country, and as regards eccle 
siastical art it can again rejoice in the 
recognition of the entire world. The un 
surpassed treasures of the Rhenish churches, 
more especially the churches in the cities 
of Aix-la-Chapelle, Cologne, Friers, Canten, 
Essen, Dusseldorf and Siegburg, furnish ex 
amples to the Rhenish goldsmiths that must 
prove to them a constant incentive to effort 
and labor. 

The works of court goldsmith C. A 
Jeurners, of Diuisseldorf, are in every re- 
spect exemplary, are highly prized by artists 
and connoisseurs, and are favorite subjects 
for illustrations in art publications. Shown 
on the first page is an illustration of a 
chalice, in the possession of the Church of 
St. Mary of the Immaculate Conception at 
Dusseldorf, in which are combined, with the 
Romanesque style, a profuse employment of 
the enamel work over a delicately modeled 
background in high relief, practised particu 
larly by the South German and Italian 
goldsmiths in the 14th century, and in 
which the artistic enameler, Paul Beurners. 
has made so many happy efforts. Th: 
chalice and paten are of 18-karat gold. The 
nodus, stem and foot are of silver gilt. The 
nodus, executed in elaborate filigree work, 
also displays the technique of the trans 
parent enamel and the paten the earl 
employment of the non-transparent cham 
pleve work. The enamel picture on the 
paten is a masterpiece of the highest order, 
the wonderful treatment of the colors being 
worthy of all praise. 

It is rarely that the goldsmith engaged in 
the production of ecclesiastical vessels finds 
an opportunity to produce a chalice in the 
nicely ornate Romanesque style, in which 
the excessive cost is not, from the begin 
ning, an obstacle. The beautiful chalice 
under discussion, unquestionably one of the 
purest and most correct in style of recent 
specimens of the goldsmith’s art, has been 
given, in fulfilment of a vow, to the Church 
of St. Mary of the Immaculate Conception, 
recently erected in Diisseldorf, the names of 
the donors being withheld by the master. 
(his beautiful chalice finds its chief value 
in the figured and ornamental enameled 
vork, which decorates the inner paten, the 
iter broad band of the bowl, and also its 
maining portions, with the most elaborate 
rnamentation, The seven arched arbors 
n the bowl present appropriate representa- 

ns, in proper style, of scénes from the

of the families of the donors. Another 
specimen of enameling technique appears 
in the seven rosette-shaped round orna 
ments that embellish the nodus, which 1s 
richly pierced with filigree work. In con 
trast with the untransparent champlevé 
enamel that ornaments the foot and the 
bowl, we find in this elegantly shaped nodus 
seven rosette shaped protube rances in trans- 
parent enamel on a blue ground, with deep 
ening transparent colors 

It would require too much space to at- 
tempt to describe in detail the many free 
hand engraved ornaments which, in Ro- 
manesque style, make up the decoration of 
the foot, the hand grip and the lower part 
of the bowl. Mention must be briefly made, 
however, of the enamel picture on the paten 
which faultlessly presents the medieval con 
ception of the Holy Trinity. The first per- 
son of the Trinity, seated on a_ throne 
of majesty, encircled by a flaming corona 
and supported by figures symbolical of the 
four evangelists, supports, in a pendant 
position, the figure of the crucified Saviour. 
The third person in the Trinity, repre- 
sented, as usual, in the form of a dove, is 
poised over the head of God the Father. 

This great work of art in enamel, exe- 
cuted in six different color shades, may be 
regarded as a choice cabinet specimen of 
the enameler’s art, in the condition it had 
regained, at the close of last century, after 
having been so long in decline and abey 
ance. It must be added, however, that not 
only has the artist in enamel succeeded in 
reproducing, in the most excellent manner, 
the various tones of color in admirable 
harmony, but he has also succeeded in re- 
producing in its proper color tones the red 
enamel color, which is so difficult to obtain. 


Another exceedingly interesting specimen, 
from the same workshop, is a canopied 
silver gilt monstrance of Romanesque design. 
Departing from the customary practice of 
designing the Romish monstranzce in cruci- 
form or much indented style, Beumers has 
more closely adhered to the baldachin form, 
common to the Gothic style. The lunula 
is strongly outlined by a triple triumphal 
arch, with an indented corona, richly orna- 
mented with precious stones. The transi 
tion to the final canopy above, in which the 
holy eucharist is contained, and which is 
surrounded by four smaller canopies, is 
beautifully carried out. The nodus, orna- 
mented with parti-colored stones, is deco- 
rated with elaborate filigree work; the foot 
is treated in enamel, with a blue ground. 
The connection between the foot and the 
monstrance proper is also interesting, being 
effected by two magnificent dragons. The 
monstrance makes an effective impression.

A Hint from a Subscriber. 





Cuetsea, Okla., July 3, 1907 
Editor JeweLers’ CircULAR-WEEKLY : 

I noticed in a recent issue of your pub 
lication an item in regard to the use of nat 
ural gas for gold soldering. 

If you are disposed to publish the fol 
lowing, it may be of use to some of your 
subscribers : 

Take an ordinary double blow-pipe, as 
used by foot-power, and connect the gas 
with the end, and the other side, or air 
pipe, with a gasolene generator. It is best 
to use a tank generator, pumped full with 
an inch pump, which gives good pressur« 
to an air jet. Put an air mixer on the 
end of the gas pipe, made by taking a sma! 
pipe an inch long and drill a 1-16-inch 
hole in the closed end. Slip it on the end 
of the gas nozzle, nearly up to the sma 
hole. 

The main point is to discharge the a1! 
jet close to the gas nozzle, just beside 1 
at the end, the method being the same a 
using an alcohol flame. Cm A.

Two Daring Burglaries Recently Com- 
mitted by Negroes in St. Louis, Mo. 


Sr. LoulIs, Mo., July 5 The series of 
jewelry robberies which began in this city 
a month ago, continues apparently un 
checked. This week two bold thefts wer« 
perpetrated, both of them in daylight and 
both by negroes. The first occurred 
Monday, at noon, when the store of the 
A. J. Wild Jewelry Co., at 1008 Pine St., 
was entered by a negro, who, after saying 
that he wished to buy a ring, grabbed a 
watch and ran for the street. After a 
chase, in which citizens joined with the 
police and several shots were fired, the 
negro was captured. At the station the 
watch, valued at $5, was found in his pos 
session. 

Two negroes made away with a tray of 
49 rings, valued at $1,200, last Tuesday, 
from the store of Charles Weber, 2628 
Franklin Ave. Thirty of the rings were set 
with diamonds. Six of the rings wer 
found in the room of William Green, a 
negro, who confessed to the detectives that 
he was implicated in the theft. He was 
held for the Grand Jury. 


Glass Beads Composed Chiefly of Wax 
Declared Dutiable at the Rate of 


25 Per Cent. Ad Valorem. 

General Appraiser Sharretts, for the 
Board of United States General Apprais 
ers, has handed down a decision in a ques 
tion involving the duty on glass beads, con 
taining one of the following proportions 
Wax in one-half, three-quarters or wholly 
filled with wax. The duty on the beads 
was assessed by the Government at the 
rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem as manu 
facture of glass under Par. 112 of the 
tariff law. The importers claimed that 25 
per cent. ad valorem should be the rate 
under the provision of Par. 448, governing 
manufacture of wax. The goods were in- 
voiced as wax beads. The decision says: 
We therefore modify the views expressed in 
G. A. 6625 with regard to the classification of 
beads invoiced as “‘beads,” “pearl beads,” or “wax 
beads,” and now hold that all such beads one 
half, three-quarters, or wholly filled with wax 
contain wax as the component material of chief 
value. As to all other beads invoiced as described, 
without regard to invoice value or country whence 
exported, we hold they are composed in chief 
value of glass, and hence are dutiable at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 112. The goods 
here in question are wholly filled with wax, and 
we sustain the protest relative thereto, to which 
extent only the decision of the collector is re 
versed, 


Watchmaker and Jeweler of Piedmont, 
Mo., Shot Dead in Picnic Grove. 
PrepmMont, Mo., July 6—J. M. Boat- 

wright, a jeweler and watchmaker, was 

shot through the heart and instantly killed 

Friday by Charles McAbee, a teamster.

Confiscated Emeralds of Manuel Suarez 
Sold at Public Auction 
for $2,100. 


United States Marshal Henkel conducted 
an auction sale yesterday at the office in the 
Post-Office building, in New York. 

The sale began at 12 o'clock noon and 
consisted of 218% carats of loose and un- 
pierced cut emeralds, which were imported 
by Manuel Suarez 

The goods were open for inspection Mon- 
day of this week between 10 a. M. and 3 
rp. M., and on the morning of the day of 
the sale 

Readers of THe CircuLar-WEEKLY will 
recall that the emeralds were brought to 
America by Manual J. Suarez, a passenger 
on the steamship Oceanic, in October, 1906. 
At the time of his arrival Suarez did not 
declare the gems, and they were later found 
in his clothes. As a result he was ar- 
raigned before Commissioner Shields on a 
formal charge of smuggling. 

At the examination Suarez contended 
that the gems on his person were not 
“baggage,” and that section 2802 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which provides for conceal- 
ing dutiable articles in baggage, did not 
apply 

The United States Circuit Court of Ap 
peals affirmed the decision of the District 
Court, which declared as forfeit for non-

Premier Company Passes Dividend and 
Gives Reasons—Reported Confer- 
ence on Control of the Diamond 
Market. 


Recent developments among the South 

.frican diamond companies include the 
declaration of an increased dividend by the 

Beers Consolidated Mines, Ltd., amount- 
ing to 70 per cent. on deferred shares for 
the year ending with June. The Premier 
fransvaal Diamond Mining Co. passed its 
dividend, and in a statement says that the 
earnings were sufficient to pay a large divi- 
dend, but it was deemed wise to use the 
money in developments and to strengthen 
the company’s financial position. 

Conflicting reports are received as to a 
reported conference between representatives 
of the two companies. 

The De Beers’ final dividend of 35 per 
cent., or 17s. 6d. per £2 10s.-paid deferred 
share, for the half year ending with June, 
is the same as for the December half, mak 
ing 70 per cent, for the whole year. For 
each half of 1905-6 the deferred shares got 
20 per cent., making 40 per cent. for that 
year. The dividend on the preferred shares 
is 20 per cent., subject to income tax. 

The dividend on the deferred 
amounts to 7 per cent. on the present mar 
ket prices of the shares 

Notice was received in New York last 
week that the Premier (Transvaal) Dia- 
mond Mining Co., Ltd., had passed the June 
dividend after making this statement: ‘“Re- 
sults to the end of June should have allowed 
a distribution to the deferred shareholders 
of 400 per cent., but the board of directors 
consider it the sounder policy in the mean- 
time to defer the declaration, and thus 
strengthen the financial position of the com- 
pany to the extent of the dividend. Board 
regrets keenly that the excellent progress of 
the mine is not immediately reflected in the 
payment of a corresponding dividend, but 
the adoption of this policy of caution is 
bound to promote the best interests of the 
company and shareholders alike.” 

Speaking of the Premier’s action in pass- 
ing the dividend, the African World says: 
“The contributor of ‘The Week’s Finance’ 
to the Daily Telegraph says it is suggested 
that the dividend has not been earned, which

Representatives of Case Manufacturers’ 
Association and State Commissioner 
Hold Meeting Without Settling 
Labor Troubles. 

A meeting was held in New York, Mon 
day afternoon of this week, by a committee 
composed of representatives of the Jew- 
elry, Silverware, Sample and Fancy Case 
Manufacturers’ Association and a commis- 
sioner of the State Board of Arbitration 
to discuss the difference which exists be- 
tween the employers and the members of the 
Jewelry and Silverware Casemakers’ Union, 
but nothing was accomplished in settling 

the trouble. 

It will be remembered by readers of THE 
CIRCULAR-WEEKLY that open shop notices 
were posted in the several shops in New 
York, April 27, whereupon the members of 
the Jewelry and Silverware Casemakers’ 
Union No. 10,448, A. F. of L., in New 
York, walked out of the shops. The work- 
men claimed that the objections to the 
union’s regulations in regard to apprentices 
was the cause of the employers’ action. The 
union as a means of self-protection, so its 
members declared, did not desire to admit 
without reasonable restrictions beginners in 
the trade. 

There is no question of wages or hours 
of labor involved in the differences which 
exist between employers and employes 

There are 12 factories in which the men 
quit work, making a total number of em 
ployes on strike about 200, none of which 
has, up to the present time, returned ‘to 
work. One conference was held previous 
to the meeting of Monday, but no recon- 
ciliation was effected

ANSWER:—(1) In the opinion of 
leading members of the diamond trad 
said that advances in prices will surely 
made during the coming year, althoug 
one can safely predict how much. 

(2) It is confidently believed by 
touch with the situation that the adva 
will be steady in the future as in th 
10 or 12 years. As you doubtless ki 
some lines of diamonds have advanced 
much as from 100 to 200 per cent 
the market price prevailing in 1897. 

(3) If you mean by this that the prices 
are due to artificial manipulation of the prod 
uct of diamonds, we would say that it is t 
condition of the mining industry that 
been in most part responsible for them, as 
the same effort and the same expense put 
forth to-day by the mining company will 
not produce for them half of the gem stones 
which it would produce 10 years ago. In 
working the mine, of course, workers are 
going much deeper. It is more difficult t 
bring up the blue ground, and the yield of 
the gem stones below is growing less and 
less. 

(4) There is no doubt but that some of 
the reported discoveries in South Africa 
in the last few years are based on facts 
but very many of the rumors and reports 
as to diamond mines and 
this country, Brazil and South Africa, hav: 
not been entirely true. Even if diamond 
deposits or diamond mines were discovered, 
there is nothing in this that will necessarily 
affect the market. This is so, first, be 
cause the diamonds may be found in a dia 
mond mine that does not pay. There are 
about 1,000 mines in South Africa to-day, 
but the paying ones may almost be counted 
on the fingers. Second, there is little doubt 
that if a paying mine were discovered the 
De Beers people would be in a better posi 
tion to acquire control than anybody else

66 HAS strictly speaking, is only 


surface work, and applies to the 
working over of repoussé work and the 
finishing of castings. After the castings 


have been annealed and pickled in a solu- 
tion of sulphuric acid (10 parts of water 
to one of sulphuric will give the required 
strength for ordinary purposes), they can 
be put on the pitch-block or held in a vise, 
protected by, leaden clamps, so as not to in- 
jure the work. In preparing the pickling 
solution, care should be taken to add the 
sulphuric acid to the water, not the water 
to the sulphuric. 

Having secured your casting, either on 
the pitch-block or in the vise, you should 
begin by removing all seams with small 
chisels and scorpers. After these have 
been removed, the casting should be riffled 
over, great care being taken not to de- 
stroy the modeling and general character 
of the work. When riffled oyer, the whole 


casting should be finished with the 
punches, care being taken not to use 
punches with sharp edges. Mat and 


grained tools should also be avoided as 
much as possible, only using them in draw- 
ing the metal together over sand-holes, be- 
fore the riffling is done. 

It may not be out of place to remark, 
at this point, how essential a sound 
knowledge of drawing and modeling is to 
the repoussé worker and chaser; it is this 
which constitutes the real difference be- 
tween the artistic craftsman and the ordi- 
nary mechanic, who only understands the 
mechanical side of his craft, and it would 
be well if all young craftsmen could find 
time to devote two or three evenings a 
week in attending classes at the various 
schools, and learning something of the 
artistic side of their craft, which it is prac- 
tically impossible to « quire in the work- 
shop nowadays, and which would surely 
tend towards the general uplifting of the 
craft. 

For advanced and rather complicated 
tepoussé work, especially if figures enter 
into the composition, it will be found ad- 
visable to model the work up in clay or 
wax on a board. Time need not be spent 
on details, but the different planes and 
elevations as well as large masses should 
be’ worked out. Although it may seem 
that this entails unnecessary delay, it will 
be found to save much time in the end, 
and better work is certainly assured. Ex- 
cept for the largest work, when clay should 
be used, modeling wax will be found pre- 
ferable. Plastacene will be found most 
useful for ordinary purposes, but for small 
work harder wax should be used. This 
need not be wetted to remain soft, as is 
the case with clay. 

When your wax-model is finished, take

a plaster mold of it, and this will give 
you a sure guide when the embossing of 
the metal is commenced. To take a mold, 
paint your model over very slightly with 
oil by means of a soft camel-hair brush, 
then mix up the plaster in a bowl, not too 
thickly, and cover your model all over with 
a very thin coating, taking care to blow 
the plaster into every corner of the model. 

When you are sure that the model is 
thoroughly covered, you can pour the 
other plaster on (which will have become 
somewhat stiffer), to the thickness of 
about half an inch over the highest part of 
the model; this will prevent it breaking

easily when you take it off, which would 
be the case if the mold was very thin. 

When thoroughly set you should place 
the whole in water till it is thoroughly 
soaked, then take it out and just slip the 
point of a knife underneath the plaster and 
you will find the mold off very 
easily. 

So far, in ‘dealing with repoussé work, 
flat sheet work has only been taken into 
account. It is now proposed to deal with 
work where direct raising from the back is 
impossible, as with cups, beakers, vases, 
candlesticks, etc. In these cases the 
method of working is totally different and 
one that requires considerably more 
knowledge of tools and materials. 

Taking a beaker, for example, it should 
be filled with pitch and the scheme of dec- 
oration spaced out. When the details of 
the design have been drawn on it should 
be traced in with a very blunt tracer. 
Then empty it again, and anneal and pickle 
it when it will be ready for the actual em- 
bossing of the design. This is accom- 
panied by means of a tool fixed in the vise 
called a “snarling iron.” Several of these 
should be made out of square steel rods 
of different thickness varying from an 
inch to % inch. Cut these into 12-inch 
lengths and then forge them, slightly tap- 
ered towards end. After preparing

the rod in this way, the thicker end should 
be made red hot and turned down about 
two inches at right angles. This will be 
the end to fix in the vise. The tapered end 
should be turned up about an inch and 
can then be filled up and shaped like an 
repousse punch of whatever 
shape you may require

[he tool is now ready for use, and ex- 
periments tried with it. The 
method of snarling is somewhat difficult to 
explain, but with the aid of the sketch it 
should be fairly clear. One end is firmly 
fixed in the vise, while over the other end 
the beaker is firmly held with the 
left hand, care being taken that the end of 
the snarling iron is exactly under the spot

which has to be raised. The snarling iron 
is then struck with a hammer near the 
vise end, which, in such a long tool, re- 


sults in heavy vibration and causes the end 
under the part of the beaker which is to be 
raised to fly up and force the metal with 
it. 

With a little practice the blows of the 


hammer can be regulated so as to get 
either very high or low relief while with 
the other hand the beaker must be grad- 


ually but firmly moved to follow the shape 
to be embossed. This work will at first 
be found rather difficult and cumbersome, 
but the process is really very simple and 
only requires practice to enauv.e both hands 
to work in unison. Not having the firm 
bed that the pitch gives underneath, it will 
be found that the ground is very apt to 
come up with the actually embossed work 
to a large extent; this cannot be totally 
avoided, but much depends on how firmly 
the work is held against the snarling iron. 
It should be frequently annealed as with 
snarling the metal cracks very easily, and 
when once cracked it is practically impos- 
sible to repair it as the solder never stands 
the strain of snarling. 

When the whole beaker has been gen- 
erally snarled up in this way it should be 
filled with pitch again, the ground set back 
and the details worked out. This type of 
work will require considerably more work- 
ing from the front than the ordinary 
repoussé work as it is impossible to work 


on 


up the details with snarling irons to the 
same extent as on the pitch-block, but 
care should be taken to preserve the soft 
and plastic appearance of the work and 
to avoid all appearance of carving. 

Care should be taken in snarling up 


body work with a very narrow mouth as 
this does not give the snarling iron much 
room, and often causes the mouth to be 
knocked completely out of shape by the vi- 
bration of the iron against the edge of the 


rim. The filling and emptying of such 
bodies is also attended with considerable 
difficulties. For filling, the pitch should 
be thoroughly melted in a saucepan and 


the body nearly filled with this pitch; 
small pieces of cold pitch should then be 
forced in till the body is quite full—this 
will solid filling. In emptying, 
great care must be taken to warm the body 
very gradually, starting at the mouth, 
otherwise the pitch will get warm and ex- 
pand higher up, and, having no outlet, will 
in all probability cause the body to burst 
with great force and serious results to the

New York for the 
fiscal year ended June 30 exceed in valuation 
those of any prior fiscal year. The total, 
$41,112,371, falls below, however, that of the 
calendar year 1906 for which the figures 
were $43,573,488, this aggregate still stand- 
ing as the high-water mark in these im- 
ports. 

June’s showing, a total valuation of $2,- 
414,367, is below that of the correspond- 
ing month in each of the two preced- 
ing years, but exceeds that of the same 
month in every year before 1903. It will 
be observed from the accompanying ‘table 
that the June imports of uncut stones, which 
are nearly all diamonds, are greater in value 
than those of last year, and that the reduc- 
tion is in the other class, comprising cut 
stones and pearls. 

Several recent months have not shown the 
large gains in import values of precious 
stones that had become almost the rule, 
especially in the last two years. But the 
heavy imports of the earlier months have 
made the fiscal years aggregate figures 
most gratifying to all who are interested 
in the trade, Diamonds constitute fully 
seven-eighths of the valuation of all im- 
ports under the classification of precious 
stones and pearls, according to the usual 
estimates 

The following comparative table shows 
the total value of imports of precious stones 
and pearls at New York for a number of 
years past:

Rogers, 
decided that the defendant had a right to 
use his own name and stamp it on his prod- 
ucts alone and by itself, even though it 
might interfere and allow him to trade on 
the good will of another of that name 

In the case before the New Jersey court 
the judge finds that the name Rogers had 
acquired a secondary significance in con- 
nection with the manufacture of silverware, 
and that while a personal name may not 
constitute a technical trade-mark one may 
not use that name, even though it be his 
own, to palm off his goods as those of an 
other when the use of his name for such 
purpose works as a fraud, and declares that 
if he uses his own name it must be in a 
manner that will not deprive others of their 
rights or deceive the public, and the name 
must be accompanied with such indications 
that the thing manufactured is the work of 
the one making it as would unmistakably 
inform the public of the fact. Speaking of 
Wm, H. Rogers’ use of his name on silver 
with the words “Not connected with any 
other Rogers,” the court finds that the lat 
ter words merely tend to add to the con 
fusion, and that in applying such words so 
misleading and 
was clearly guilty of bad faith

A meeting of the creditors of Isaac 
Schroder, formerly in business at 65 Nas- 
sau St., and who filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States District Court, 
May 25, is to be called at the office of Mr. 
Willis, the bankruptcy referee, to-morrow at 
10.30 a. M. The petition, as filed, showed 
liabilities of $19,063 and nominal assets of 
$30,140. Mr. Schroder was formerly in the 
commission business, mainly in provisions. 
He started in the jewelry line in 1901. 

A report from London of the sale at 
Christie’s last week says that silver plate 
of the 17th and 18th centuries, among which 
were several pieces known as Speaker’s 
plate, were a feature. They originally be- 
longed to Sir Thomas Hanmer, who was 
speaker of the House of Commons in 1713. 
The following sums were paid: Pair of 
ice pails, 80s. an ounce, $4,705; circular 
dish, 82s., $4,835; octagonal caster, 115s., 
$390; same, 160s., $335; candlesticks, 60s., 
$1,610. All these were of the Queen Anne 
period. A pair of James II. tazza sold, at 
160s; an ounce, for $4,980, and a Charles II. 
cup and cover, 68s., $620. 

Arthur Preston Greene and Charles 
Roehrer, who were artested some time ago 
upon their arrival from England, at which 
time diamonds and jewelry valued at $25,000 
were taken from them and they were ac- 
cused of smuggling, were sent to London 
Wednesday of last week on the Oceanic in 
the custody of Inspector Bowers, of Scot- 
land Yard, It will be remembered that 
Greene admitted stealing jewelry from Tif- 
fany & Co, and from London & Ryder, in 
London, but he said that Roehrer was only 
a traveling companion, not implicated in the 
robbery. Roehrer engaged counsel and 
made a fight to resist extradition, carrying 
his appeal to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who decided against the prisoner. 

A cable message received from London 
Monday says: On the eve of the departure 
of the King and Queen for their state visit 
to Ireland it has been found that the jewels 


of the Order of St. Patrick, valued at $250,- 
000, have been stolen from the strong room 
of Dublin Castle, where they were kept. It 
is believed that the thieves have brought 
them to London for disposal. The missing 
include a star studded with large 
Brazilian diamonds, a cross of rubies, a 
trefoil of emeralds and other stones of the 
value of $150,000; a diamond badge set in 
silver with designs in various stones, valued 
at $80,000; five gold and emerald collars of 
the order, consisting of golden harps and 
tied golden knots,

valued at $20,000. 

Emphasis is being given to the denial of 
the story that the syndicate controlling the 
output of the De Beers Consolidated Mines, 
Ltd., contemplates a removal of the offices 
from London to New York. The African 
World says in its current issue: “With 
reference to the statement of the United 
States Consul at Amsterdam that the De 
Beers Consolidated Mining Co. intended 
removing their offices from London to New 
York, we are authorized by the company to 
say that they have no intention of moving 
their offices at all, In any circumstances, 
the secretary stated on Monday last, it 
would be folly to move to New York—out 
of the frying pan into the fire. It was per- 
fectly true that the company was contributing, 
in one way and another, more than £100,000 
to the British Treasury annually, but it was 
more than likely that in anticipation of hav- 
ing such a milch cow to squeeze the United 
States Government would make special ar- 
rangements to give it such a reception as 
would make the English taxation infinitesi- 
mal in comparison.” 

For the first time since the organization 
of the Merchants’ Association of New York, 
merchants’ rates to this city will be in effect 
from the western part of New England. 
The special rates, which will be operative 
from Aug. 17 to 21, inclusive, and Sept. 1 
to 5, inclusive, with a 15-day return limit, 
will be granted under the certificate plan. 
These rates will be authorized by the Rut- 
land Railroad and the Delaware & Hud- 
son Railroad from all towns reached by 
those roads in the State of Vermont, and 
will apply over the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road from points in Massachusetts west of 
and including Westfield, via the Chatham as 
well as the Albany gateway. The associa- 
tion announces that from the territory of 
the Central Passenger Association to New 
York a merchants’ reduced rate of a fare 
and one-third for the round trip, on the 
basis of the tariff schedules of last year, has 
been authorized by the railroads in that sec- 
tion. These rates, granted under the cer- 
tificate plan, will be in effect on July 27 to 
31, inclusive, and Aug. 17 to 21, inclusive, 
with a 30-day return limit. 

Judge Platt in the United States District 
Court has affirmed the decision of the 
3oard of United States General Appraisers 
in the case of the United States against M. 
Knoedler & Co., involving a question as to 
the duty on miniature frames composed of 
metals set with diamonds and 
pearls. The importers contended that the 
articles had been improperly classified as

Haviland & Co., by Recent Ruling, Get 
Reduction in Appraised Value of 
China. 

Haviland & Co, obtained Monday a ruling 
by Col. E. S. Fowler, Appraiser of the 
Port of New York, as a result of which 
shipments of china from Limoges will be 
admitted 11% per cent. below the standard 
established by a recént decision of the 
Board of United States General Appraisers. 
The ruling of Appraiser Fowler is based on 
a communication from the importers saying 
that they have closed their Paris store. He 
holds, therefore, that the prices at Limoges 

and not at Paris are now the standard. 

The decision of the board advanced Havi- 
land’s goods about 16%4 per cent. above 
the former entered value. This was done 
because the board found that the goods 
were sold in Paris at a higher price than 
at Limoges, from where the goods were 
shipped, it being practically conceded that 
if Haviland & Co. had not had a Paris 
house no advance would have been made. 

The basis now established by Appraiser 
Fowler is the same as that fixed by the 
board in the case of Theodore Haviland’s 
imports, which were advanced only 5 per 
cent. when Haviland & Co.’s china was put 
up 16%4 per cent. 

An appeal may be taken from Appraiser 
Fowler’s ruling,

Salesman Who Accused President Green, 
of International Time Recording 
Co., Found in an Insane Asylum. 

BincHAMTON, N. Y., July 5.—Herbert 
J. Truesdell, the salesman on whose testi- 
mony the Government based its prosecution 
ot former State George E 
and George W. Beavers for irregularities 
declared by lruesdell to have 
nected» with the sale of time-recording 
clocks to the Government by the Interna- 
tional Time Recording Co., of this city, 
of which Green was president, is now 
an inmate of the Binghamton State 
Hospital. Truesdell was found a few days 
ago by his Binghamton relatives in a hos- 
pital on Ward’s Island, where he had been 
committed. 

Truesdell’s whereabouts had not been 
known since the last Green trial. It is now 
said that he has been insane for the past 
four years, preceding the time when he de- 
manded the payment of $15,000 from the 
clock company, soon after which the fed- 
eral charges against Green were made. 
Previous to that time he had suffered an 
attack of grip which left him helpless in his 
lower limbs. 

If Truesdell was insane all this time, then 
Green was obliged three times to defend 
himself at great cost against the allegations 
of an insane man. George W. Beavers 
pleaded guilty to the charges. It is said that 
he had not the means to defend himself. 
He is now serving time at Moundsville, Va.

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Practical Studies‘of the Lever Escapement. |

T HE subject which we shall now consider 
is escapement action, and some ex- 
planatory words as to the methods em- 
ployed in this paper will be found beneficial. 

We shall begin our investigations with 
a general description of the action of single

and double roller escapements, following 
this with a closer analysis of their routine 
action, next investigating the positions oc- 
cupied by the guard pin or guard finger, as 
the case may be, and, lastly, we shall re 
view the function and relation of the roller

wel, safety action, etc., noting in each in- 
tance the co-relation of the parts at certain 
phases of action, and graphically illustrate 
iem by drawings. 


A knowledge of the fundamental practical 
principles which govern the workings of 
escapements can thus be attained; it is ad- 
visable the better to profit by this instruc- 
tion that the reader have before him a 
movement whose escapement parts are 
visible. Such a type is best supplied by any 
16-size bridge movement, when by removing 
the hairspring the fork and roller action 
comes better into view. The movement se- 
lected should be one of a high grade, as 
such usually possess escapements which are 
more accurate than those found in the lower 
grades. Hence the higher grades are bet- 
ter adapted to our requirements; and by di- 
rect observation every statement should be 
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verified. We shall now commence treating 
the first part of our subject. 

Routine Action Single Roller Escape- 

nent. 

Phase of Action \ tooth of the escape 
wheel at rest on the locking face of a pal 
let, A, Fig. 8; the roller jewel entering the 
notch, Fig. 9—and therefore about to caus 
unlocking of tooth and pallet—the guar] 
pin is in the crescent, A, Fig. 10. The rol 
ler jewel acting through the energy or mo 
mentum of the balance enters the notch. 
Fig. 9, strikes it a blow and by this means 
lifts the pallet off its locking and continues 
the lifting sufficiently to allow the tooth of 
the escape wheel to enter on to the impuls 
face of the pallet, A, Fig. 11; the tooth now 
on the impulse face—actuated by the power 
of the mainspring—pushes the pallet out of 
the way, and as the result of this push the 
roller jewel receives a blow from the op 


posite side, A B, of the notch, Fig. 9. This 
blow causes the balance to rotate with re- 
newed energy 

The roller jewel on its return journey 
acts as before, giving and receiving a blow 
and unlocking tooth and pallet. This rou- 
tine action will be maintained until the 
watch runs down. 

Analysis of the Foregoing Actions. 

First—Tooth locked on pallet, A, Fig. 8. 

Second—Blow from roller jewel causes 
unlocking of tooth and pallet, and tooth

\ few more words on the routine action 
of single roller escapements will conclude 
this part of our investigations, It is de- 
sired to point out that whatever applies to 
the exit of the roller jewel out of the notch 
and of the guard pin out of the crescent is 
equally applicable to the entry of the roller 
jewel into the notch and of the guard pin 
into the crescent, as the following will 
readily prove: When the roller jewel enters 
the notch preparatory to striking the un- 
locking blow (Fig. 9) we will likewise find 
the guard pin has entered the crescent A, 
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Fig. 10, and vice versa when the roller 
jewel has received a blow from the notch 
and is making its exit therefrom and is in 
such a position as Fig. 12 indicates, the 
guard pin will still be within the crescent, 
C, Fig. 10 

This short comparison of exit and entry 
may aid somewhat towards a better grasp 
of the subject. 

In our opening proposition relative to the 
single roller escapement we started out with 
the supposition that a tooth of the escape 
wheel was locked on a pallet, the roller 
jewel was entering the notch, the guard pin 
was within the crescent; hence, given these 
positions of the parts, unlocking of tooth 
and pallet was about to take place; our 
investigations of the double roller escape 
ment will likewise start out on a similar 
supposition, viz., that a tooth is locked on 
a pallet, that the guard finger has just en- 
tered the crescent, but here we meet with a 
departure as to the relative positions of the 
roller jewel in each type of escapement 
If, with a movement before us, we view the 
action in a double roller escapement we 
will find that when the guard finger has 
entered the crescent the roller jewel is op 
posite the end of the horn, as depicted in 
Fig. 13; by allowing the roller jewel to 
enter the notch and to strike the side, C D, 
Fig. 13, a blow, the effect of this blow will 
cause unlocking of tooth and pallet; as the 
tooth enters on to the impulse face of the 
pallet, \, Fig ll, the roller jewel receives 
a blow from the opposite side, A B, of the 
notch (see Fig. 13.) Phe effect of this blow 


causes the balance to rotate with renewed 
energy; the foregoing routine of action again 
takes place when the roller jewel returns 
into the notch and continues, until the force 
of the mainspring becomes exhausted 
\dhering to the system before employed 
in this paper, we shall make a more detailed

The Luaar Theory and Chroaometers. 


+6 T having been decided that the lunar 

distances which have been given in 
the Nautical Almanac, are no longer of 
sufficient use to sailors to justify their re- 
tention, they are now omitted. Examples 
are inserted below, showing how lunar dis- 
tances may be calculated.” This notice is 
given in the Nautical Almanac for 1908, at 
page 596. A practice which began with the 
Nautical Almanac in 1767 has at length 
been abandoned. The meaning of it is that 
if a navigator is under the necessity of 
finding the longitude by the so-called 
method of lunars, he must himself calculate 
the true distance between the moon and 
sun, or star, for an appropriate Greenwich 
mean time, instead of taking it from the 
three-hour periods for which it has pre- 
viously been given during the last 140 years. 

The data which he must use for this pur- 
pose have, of course, still to be got from 
the current Almanac for the approximate 
Greenwich time, and “it is presumed that 
the Greenwich time is always known within 
an hour or so.” This work must be done 
for the even hour before and after the pre- 
sumed time. 

The “clearing” of an observed lunar dis- 
tance is a sufficiently long and tedious prob 
lem, and this is so large an additional piece 
of calculation, that it will virtually abolish 
this method of finding the longitude. Mari- 
ners henceforth may dispense with lunars 
They have always been troublesome and 
unsatisfactory. Fancy, six pages of calcu- 
lation, as shown in Riddle’s Navigation 


(1855), and this extra work added thereto. 
Astronomers and mathematicians have been 
envious to obtain distinction with this prob- 
lem, so that there is extant about a score of 
different methods for clearing a lunar dis 
tance, provided for navigators by, to men- 
tion some, Airy, Borda, Caille, Delambre, 
Dunthorne, Gordon, Kraft, Legendre, Le- 
lande, Lyons, Maskelyne, Mendoza Rio, 
Merriefield, Edward Riddle, John Riddle, 
Taylor, Witchell, and others. 

Merriefield’s “Nautical Astronomy,” 
1886, p. 286, says, “Lunars are of the utmost 
importance to mariners, because of the fre- 
quent opportunity which they present for 
practising them, as they can always be used, 
except when the moon is too close to the 
sun to be visible; and, as the lunar is the 
only method for determining longitude by 
means of sextant observations independent 
of timekeepers, it is the most important 
and useful one, especially at sea.” What, 
then, is the reason for the surrender? Voy- 
ages are now of such short duration in 
steamships, and chronometers perform so 
well and can be tested by time-signals so 
often, that correct Greenwich time is al- 
most always known, 

Moreover, mariners, by sighting light- 
houses, headlands, and other well-deter- 
mined positions, can check the ship’s posi- 
tion. Accurate charts and speed have given 
preference to chronometers over lunars. 
Hence more care, if possible, should be 
taken to keep correct Greenwich time, by 
checking chronometers frequently, as well 
as by having them properly tested and 
rated while in port. 

Whether chronometers can ever be dis- 
pensed with is a matter of some uncer- 
tainty The perfecting of marine charts 
and the shortening of voyages may even 
diminish their use, just as the improvement 
of magnetic charts for the entire globe has 
rendered them accurate enough to enable 
the variation of the compass to be known 
everywhere, which, separated from the ob 
served error, leaves the deviation due to 
the ship’s magnetism exposed. There will 
always be need for chronometers whenever 
the land is out of sight for some days 
How, for instance, can telegraph cables be 
laid in the ocean and a record kept of their 
bed; or how can repairing ships proceed 
to the spot where a cable is found to be 
defective, pick it up, repair and relay it, 
without chronometers ?—R. Strachan, in the 
Horological Journal

Extract from a Paper Read at a Meeting of the Detroit Adcraft Club by A. M. Woodward | 





IRST on the list, I think, comes clean- 
liness. I don’t suppose that in a 
gathering of advertising men the state- 
ment that “cleanliness” is a good adver- 
tisement will be denied; but I 
don’t believe, based upon the appearance 
of many retail establishments, that its value 
as a means of making a good impression is 
fully appreciated. How often we hear re- 
marks similar to this: “I don’t like to go 
to Jones’s, his store is so dirty;” or, on the 
other hand, “Smith’s place is so clean and 
inviting that I like to deal with him.” 

The character of service rendered cus- 
tomers in a retail establishment is another 
opportunity for good or bad advertising, I 
think. It is well to bear in mind that the 
minute your customer steps into your place 
of business, it’s up to you to please her. No 
matter whether she buys much or little, or 
whether she purchases nothing at all, make 
her feel that you consider she has extended 
a favor by coming. Be patient with the 
woman who wants to “see things.” Be so 
well posted in your business that you can 
give intelligent and reliable information re- 
garding the goods you sell. Don’t let your 
anxiety to make a sale lead you into the 
mistake of making statements that are not 
wholly true, and may, therefore, be mis- 
leading. You must have the confidence of 
your customers if you expect to keep them 
as customers. Go out of your way to any 
reasonable extent to accommodate your cus- 
tomer. If she wants something that you 
don’t keep, offer to get it for her. It may 
be some trouble, and afford little or no 
profit, but the favor is correspondingly ap- 
preciated. 

Don’t let your clerks try to argue a 
woman into taking something she doesn’t 
want. If she takes it, the chances are she 
will be “looking for trouble” with the arti- 
cle, and will consequently find it. 

Put your goods up in neat packages. It 
makes a good impression, and pays. De- 
liver your goods promptly and when prom- 
ised. This also makes a good impression, 
and pays. If you use delivery wagons, have 
them as attractive and clean as you keep 
your place of business. Don’t let a dirty- 
faced urchin, a raw-boned nag, and a rick- 
ety wagon form your delivery outfit. Your 
customer will be ashamed to have her neigh- 


bor see the combination stop at her home, 
and will see that it doesn’t happen again. 

Good goods must back up cleanliness and 
good service! or perhaps | should say that 
cleanliness and good service..should back 
up good goods. In this respect I think the 
dealer should stand as a guardian of the in- 
terests and requirements of his customers. 
His customers’ demands will depend upon 
their individual tastes, as well as_ their 
means. The family that could afford to buy 
a $300 piano might not be able to purchase 
a $1,000 instrument, but it could secure 
good goods for $300, and be well satisfied, 
although the actual differencé in value 
might be well represented in: the higher- 
priced article. For the same reason, good 
clothing and good food products can be 
purchased in many instances at a range of 
prices. It is, therefore, the dealer’s duty 
to make a selection of stock that will repre- 
sent to his customers the best value obtain- 
able, and will fit their tastes and their 
pocketbooks. What he must avoid if he 
wishes to remain in business is any attempt 
to palm off on them something represented 
tu be of better value than it actually is. 

Che “thinks” in which I have indulged so 
fur may not seem like “advertising thinks” 
to any who are inclined to consider adver- 
tising only as-the publicity secured by the 
use of printers’ ink and of paint. I think, 
however, that by far the strongest and 
most effective, and therefore the most 
profitable form of advertising, is that which 
results in the good words your customers 
speak about you. 

I don’t mean by this, however, that your 
advertising should be confined to the repre- 
sentation secured from pleased customers 
as a result of proper methods of conduct- 
ing your business. Proper methods are the 
foundation upon which advertising must 
stand to be profitable, and without which no 
general advertising can bring permanent 
success. The reputation acquired from 
customers improperly served cannot be off- 
set by the strongest forms of general pub- 
licity. Such publicity will only serve to em- 
phasize the fact that your place is 
improperly conducted and not to be de- 
pended upon for good service, and should 
be avoided. You must depend for growth 
and development upon retaining old cus- 





tomers and making new ones. One satis- 
fied customer brings several new ones into 
the fold, and, just as surely, one dissat 
fied customer drives away several prospec 
tive customers.

The store is 19 feet wide and 165 feet 

deep, The fixtures are all of mahogany. 
Besides the show cases arranged on either 
S there are three large wall cases with 
glass doors on each side of the store. These 
wall cases are so placed that there is enough 
space between them in which to set a clock 
or other large ornamental piece. There is 
also one smaller case in the front part of 
the store containing miniatures of all sorts. 
lhe color scheme for the walls and ceil 
ing is cream, with hand decorations in red 
and green. The diamond room is locatgdf 
in the front of the €stablishment, just back 
of the show window, and: to the’ right, as 
one enters. The watchmakér’s room is situ- 
ated to the left. The office and delivery 
counter, as well as the cut glass and bronze 
departments are in the rear of the store. 

he cut glass is displayed on tables and in a 
special wall case, The bronzes occupy 
shelves along the wall, this department be- 
ing a special feature of the store. The 
work room is in the extreme rear of the 
store and is separated from the main room 
by a partition equipped with plate glass 
mirrors, 

There are two show windows of equal 
size, which give ample opportunity to ex- 
hibit the stock effectively, each window be- 
ing six feet wide, four feet deep and 15 feet 
high.

Don't Argue About It. 


tp the business of life there is one kind 
of man who is continually in a stew 
He is the person who everlastingly wants 


to argue about everything. His opinion 
may or may not be worth something. That 
isn’t the point. He never receives a mild 
suggestion or a severe “call-down” from his 
chief in peaceful acquiescence, but he has to 
express his contrary opinion in the matter 
before he adopts the plan laid out for him. 
Now, it is a well-known fact that every 
executive believes he knows thoroughly 
what he is about, and when he calls Mr. 
Smith or Mr. Brown into his office and 
says that he desires a piece of work done 
thus or so, if Mr. Smith or Mr. Brown are 
possessed of intelligence they will get at it 
and do it without comment or resistance, 
neatly and with dispatch, just as the boss 
suggested. This is flattering to his ability 
and in nine cases out of ten it will be the 
best way. Just because Mr. Smith or Mr. 
Brown may have a plan equally as good is 
no reason for desiring to substitute it for 
the boss’s. Above all, it is unwise to pause 
to criticise or analyze the scheme put for- 
ward by the chief. If it is absolutely un- 
feasible or can’t be worked out, it is ample 
time to tell him so when it has been tried. 
But it is equally important that the sub 
ordinate should be positive that it will not 
work before presenting his objections.

Question No. 1900.—Pewter Effect on 
Brass.—How can 1 produce a pewter effect 
on some brass statuary and lamp trim- 
mings? ie 

ANSWER :—To cover brass so that it will 
resemble pewter, clean the brass pieces in 
potash and polish. Then immerse in a 
boiling solution consisting of cream of tar- 
tar in rain or distilled water, to which add 
a little chloride of tin. The brass pieces 
should be suspended in the solution by iron 
wire and strips of zine fastened so that the 
zinc will come in contact with the brass 
pieces, Another method is to use the 
same as above in a weak clear boiling pot- 
ash solution long enough to produce the 
pewter appearance. After this, rinse in 
cold and warm water and dry in sawdust. 

Question No. 1901.—Casting Gold Rings. 
—How can I cast or make gold rings of 
special design? i. Se: 

ANSWER:—One way to make a gold ring 
is to forge the band out of a gold wire, 
which can readily be done if care be taken 
not to double up the hammer strokes. The 
forged band is then cut to the right length, 
bent round, and the ends are soldered to- 
gether. Another way to produce rings of 
various shapes, which method is desirable 
when there is not much gold on hand, 
to cast in sandstone moulds. soft sand- 
stone is used. It must have one side flat, 
and in this is cut the shape of the band 
desired, with an enlarged opening on one 
end. The sandstone can be cut with an 
engraving tool or a small chisel, and may 
be smoothed with a fine file. A flat piece 
of charcoal is wired against the sandstone 
mould and the molten gold is poured into 
it, The cast piece is then bent into a ring 
and the ends are soldered together. A 
number of differently shaped, inexpensive 
moulds can be made and kept on hand for 
future use. The sandstone is very porous, 
so that no air rents will be required. 


Question No, 1902.—Polishing Small 
Screw Heads.—How can I] best polish 
small screws that have been nickel-plated?

\NSWER:—Screw heads or any small 
parts that have been nickel-plated can be 
ghly polished by tumbling them with 

ither and dry rouge. The articles are 
laced in a tumbling barrel with leather 
raps. Some dry rouge is put into the 
arrel along with the screws and leather 
nd the whole is “tumbled” for some time. 

‘he rouge coats the surface of the leather, 
nd causes it to act like a polishing wheel. 
‘anvas scraps may be used in place of 
ather, 


Question No. 1903.—‘‘Sherardizing.’’— 


Please inform me how “Sherardizing” is 
done on steel, iron and copper. 8 

ANSWER :—"‘Sherardizing” is a_ recent 
mode of galvanizing iron, steel or copper 
by using zinc dust instead of hot or electro- 
applications. Where the process has been 
tried it gives very satisfactory results and 
the same will no doubt be used more in 
a short time, The method so far employed 
consists of an iron air-tight drum in which 
the pieces to be treated are placed, after 
they have been chemically cleaned. The 
surface is covered with finely powdered 
zinc dust, the drum is covered tightly, 
placed in an oven and heated to about 300° 
C. The articles are allowed to remain until 
the zinc dust is melted on the iron or cop- 
per, the length of time depending on the 
thickness of the coating. It has been found 
that this will coat the surfaces more firmly 
and much more substantially than any of 
the older methods of galvanizing. The fine 
zinc dust will meit very readily at a low 
temperature. 


Question No. 1904.—Polishing Horn 
Handles.—How can I best polish horn 
handles on toilet articles? P. AH. 

ANSWER :—The horn handles should first 
be filed with a fine file or scraped witn 
glass to remove all the roughness. Then 
use a fine grade of sandpaper, after which 
follow up with powdered pumice on a 
moistened rag, until a smooth surface is 
obtained, The polish is then produced by 
using rottenstone and linseed oil, rubbed 
until the desired polish is obtained. Finally 
rub up with dry flour and a clean linen 
rag. The same process may be employed 
on horns to be used for hat or coat racks. 

Question No. 1905.—Tempering Twist 
Drills.—How can I harden or temper a 
twist drill sufficiently to allow me to use it 
to drill tempered steel or hard stock? 

|e 

ANSWER:—Jlo temper a drill that will 
stand drilling tempered steel, heat the end 
of the drill to a dull cherry red, then dip 
the point into sulphuric acid. This will 
make the end extremely hard and the re- 
mainder soft so that the strain of drilling 
will not break beyond the point of harden 
ing in case of accidents. 

Question No, 1906—Razor Strops.— 
Please tell me how to inake a good razor 
strop. eB. ¥. 

ANSWER:—According to the Scientific 
American, good razor strops are prepared 
from strips of linoleum of the usual length 
and width. They are left for 24 hours in 
a % to &% per cent. solution of hartshorn 
salt, to which 1% per cent. of alum has 
previously been added, at the ordinary tem- 
perature. The strips are then dried at the 





normal temperature, rubbed with soap and 
polished with pumice stone. They are 
finally fastened in the usual manner to 
wooden handles.

ANSwerk:—Silver and gold will tarnish 
readily if placed in show cases with soft 
rubber or leather articles The rubber 
erasers on lead pencils will cause silver to 
tarnish if placed in the same show case. 
Some leather has been tanned with acid, 
which also causes oxidation on silver and 
gold. 





An Improved Index. 





HIS index permits of the regulation of 
the balance spring, without moving 
the pointer from the center of the balance 
cock or the making of very small correc- 
tions with the index only. The inventor 
accomplishes this by the arrangement of a 
balance spring guard. In the accompany- 
ing illustration the arrangement of this in- 
dex is shown in a vertical view of the 
balance cock.

Presentation of Plaques to the Wedgwood 
institute Brings Out More Facts About 
the Discovery of the Portland Vase.

T a meeting of the 

Council, recently, the 
was made that Josiah Wedgwood & Sons, 
Ltd., had presented a number of very in 
teresting Wedgwood plaques to the mu 
seum at the Wedgwood Institute. It is 
fitting that this museum should become the 
repository of as many examples of the 
work of the great potter as 
lected. The recent gift of the 
Etruria company is especially interesting. 
In addition to the Warrior plaque, there 
are four pieces whose history is a sort of 
corollary to the history of the Barberini 
or Portland vase, with which the name of 
Wedgwood will be for ever 
The history of that vase, of its discovery, 
and of Wedgwood’s reproduction of it, 
which undoubtedly secured for it the prom- 
inence it has attained, has been told again 
and again. But there is one phase of its 
discovery that has not been repeated so 
persistently and is probably not generally

known. The recent gift by the firm of 
Josiah Wedgwood & Sons, Ltd. to the 
3urslem Museum has reference to that 


particular phase, and may well serve as an 
occasion for a short reference to it. 

The Portland vase was discovered some- 
where between the years 1623 and 1644 in 
the neighborhood of Rome under the fol- 
lowing very commonplace circumstances. 
A mound of earth called Monte del Grano, 
about three miles from the city, was under 
cultivation, and the laborers, in digging, 
found a large vault under it, which, on in- 
vestigation, was found to contain a sepul- 
chral chamber. In this chamber there was 
a sarcophagus of excellent workmanship, 
ornamented externally with a number of 
bas-reliefs. When the sarcophagus was 
opened, the sepulchral urn was _ found, 
which became historically known as the 
3arberini-Portland Vase. The sarcophagus 
itself was placed in the Capitol in Rome, 
where it still remains, but the urn, or vase, 
liscovered in it was subjected to many 
vicissitudes, until it found its present rest- 
ing place in the British Museum. 

The history of that vase has been fol- 
lowed with the greatest interest from the 
period of its discovery down to the present 
day. Comparatively little attention, how- 
ever, has been bestowed upon the sarco- 
phagus in which it was discovered. The 
thoughtful consideration of Messrs. Wedg- 
wood will doubtless direct more attention 
to the sarcophagus. Their gift consists of 
four replicas of the bas-reliefs which for 
sO many ages embellished the exterior of 








it. By the courtesy of the company we are 
able to give illustrations of these interest- 
ing reproductions.

Cameos, 


HE art of-cutting precious stones is 
more properly a species of sculpture 
than of engraving, as the hardness of these 
stones renders it impossible to operate on 
them by the strongest steel instruments. 
They are therefore wrought in a slow man 
ner by grinding them away upon the sur- 
face of a wheel, commonly made of metal, 
and covered with the grit, or fine powder, 
of some hard substance. 


The diamond can only be ground or cut 
with its own dust, Rubies, agates, em- 
eralds, etc., are cut and polished with 
emery or tripoli, in fine powder, Lapidaries 
make use of small wheels, balls and drills 
of various forms, made of iron or copper, 
which revolve with great rapidity, and act 
upon the stone through the medium of-the 
pulverized material on their surface. They 
also use wires covered with emery for the 
purpose of saving plates. 

The designs, which are cut upon hard 
stones, are chiefly of two kinds. The first 
of these are which are little bas 
relief, or figures, raised above the surface. 
The art of cameo cutting consists in carv- 
ing out a figure in the upper of two differ- 
ently colored layers of that it 
stands out in relief on a darker ground. 
The phrase, cameo cutting, afterwards be- 
came loosely applied to all sorts of lapidary 
work. The materials used were translucent 
rock crystals, ¢.g., amethysts (purple), em- 
erald smaragdus (vivid green), carbuncle 
anthrax (rose), jacinth (orange red), 
chrysolite (golden), beryl (sea green) ; 
semi-translucent crystals, as various agates, 
the onyx, chalcedony or cloudy quartz and 
its varieties, and, par excellence, the sar- 
donyx; opaque crystals, various jaspers, 
lapi lazuli (sapphire), turquoise and chryso- 
prase; certain metallic and bitu- 
minous substances were used, ¢.g., 
haematite, malachite and amber, also corals. 

Porcelain and glass have substi 
tuted, but the most successful are cameos 
from shells, which afford the requisite dif- 
ference of color and are soft enough to be 
worked with ease. Mr. Gray, in a com- 
munication read to the Society of Arts upon 
the manufacture of cameos, states that the 
shells used are those of the flesh-eating 
univalve, which are formed of three layers 
of calcareous matter, each layer being a 
perpendicular lamina placed side by side.

[he manufacture of cameos was, till with- 
n the past 70 years, confined to Italy, and 
almost entirely to Rome, but now large 
numbers are made in Paris. The cutting 
and polishing of agates is an industry at 
Oberstein in Oldenburg. 

Glass imitations of cameos are now not 
infrequent, and are often such exact copies, 
both in outline and color, that the un- 
initiated can hardly distinguish the differ- 
between them and the real stone 
cameo. Glass engraving is a beautiful and, 
to some extent, a modern mode of orna- 
menting; for though the Greeks, Romans 
and Venetians understood engraving sim- 
ply on the surface of the glass, and cameo 
cutting or raised figures in relief on the 
surface, the Bohemians were the first who 
engraved arabesque borders, landscapes, 
animals, etc., in polished relief on a rough 
ground. This art has been known among 
them for perhaps two centuries. 

Such glass engraving is performed with 
copper wheels and fine emery, the common 
foot-lathe being more useful than one 
turned by steam power, as little force is 
rfeeded, and it is important that the velocity 
be varied and checked at pleasure.

How Clever Thieves Recently Robbed a 
London Jeweler. 





LONDON paper, the Weekly Dispatch,

HE collection of silver owned by the 
German Emperor is remarkable not 
only on account of its great intrinsic value, 
but for its artistic worth. The most mag- 
nificent of the pieces is a table service 
valued at 420,000 marks, and intended to 
serve 50 persons. The greater part of the 
contents of the silver chamber dates from 
the time of “Old Fritz” and of the soldier- 
king, Freidrich Wilhelm I. There is a col- 
lection of 360 plates, 116 small candlesticks, 
six large and 17 small soup dishes, six 
large and six small speiseglocken (bell- 
shaped covers), which are the remains of a

gala service made for the king in 1746 and 
1747 by the famous goldsmith, Christian 
Licberkiihn. It consisted in all of 56 
covers, and was valued at 32,705 thalers, 16 
groschen and 6 pfennings. At a later date 
it was still more perfected and increased at 
a cost of 6,483 thalers. 

The Emperor’s collection further contains 
a silver toilet set of 28 pieces, including a 
large basin, pitcher, candlesticks, soap 
dishes, etc. This was the work of the gold- 
smith, Johann Miiller, who lived in the 18th 
century. 

The great silver buffet must not be forgot- 
ten, which stands in the “Rittersaal” of the 
royal palace. It reaches from the floor to the 
ceiling, is eight meters.wide and holds a 
great variety of silver dishes of 
every description, which are displayed upon 
state The value of the silver 
owned by the Emperor is about 5,000,000 
marks.
